The Deputies fént by this 
City to Prince Eugene, were very favourably re- 
ceiv'd by his Highnefs, who affur’d them that the 
Iuhabicants of this Durchy need be under no Appre- 
henfion for their Peifons or Eftates ; but on the con- 
trary fhould be maintaia’d in their Privileges ; re-

Milan, March 29. The Enemy baving, ont of De- 
fign or Idlenef:, neglected to bury feveral of their 
Officers and Men that were kill’d in the Caftle a 
Day or two before the Capitulation was agreed, the 
Stench of their dead Bodies bred an Infection that 
carried off moft of the Sick and Wounded they left 
behind them in their Hofpital ; Prince Eugene has 
cans’d the dead Bodies to be broughc our into the 
Fields and buried, the remaining Sick to be re- 
mov'd into the adjacent Country, and the Beds, 
Bedding, Cloaths, and all the reft of the Furniture
